Furthermore, applicants urged, that "the surface of the calcium 
phosphate coa ted fine particles in Taoda 736 is different from the surface of the fine particles of the present invention, because 
in the present invention, most of the anionic active substance is present on the surface of the particles, whereas in Taoda 736 
most of the an ionic active substance must be present on the interface that exists between the calcium phosphate coating and 
the finely divided titanium dioxide particles, etc." (applicants' response page 4. first paragraph). This is noted, but not deemed 
persuasive beca use the instant claims 1 and 2 do not specify that the anionic active substance is being "on" the surface of the 
titanium dioxide fine particles. Also, it is considered that the calcium phosphate disclosed by the Taoda 736 is not being 
excluded from claimed photocatalvtic powder due to the opening phrase "comprising" in line 2 of claims 1 & 2.
